Enacted at Fort Smith 
To-Day. 


Colorado Bill Bids Farewell to 
Things Terrestrial.

A Last Look at Sunlight from an 
Arkansas Gallows.

Two Indian Territory Outlaws Who Will 
Never Defy the Laws Again, 


Detailed Accounts of the Bad Deeds of Two 
Men Now in the Happy Hunting Grounds. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

FORT SMITH, ARK., August 29.—The exccu- 
tion of William Ellhot Wiley, alias ‘‘Colorado 
Bill,’’ and Henri Stewart, for murders com- 
mitted in the Indian Territory, took place oa 
the old garrison grounds, near 
this city, to-day. The execution 
was private,and is the second of the kind taking 
place in that manner 

Heretofore, vast srowds: chiefiv from the ad- 
joining Indian Territory, assembled to witness 
the horvsible spectacle, and, in consequence of 
the demoralizing tendency ot these exhibi- 
tions, the United States Marslal has mace an 
enciosure around the scaffold high enough to 
exclude the gaze of the curious, and none are 
admitted except the necessary guards,officers, 
xuttending clergy and reporters of the press. 

THE TRIAL. 

The prisoners, thioughonut the tedium of the 
trial and investigation, seemed to 
stoic indifferences as to ths bor. ible doom that 
awaitedthem. Toward the close of the May 
te’ m of the court, they received 
their sentences, and in reply to 
the interrogation of Judge Parker. when he 
adoressed ‘*Colorado Bill’’ and asked: ‘‘Ilave 
you, Wm. Eliiot, anything to say why the 
sentence of death shall not now be pronounced 
upon you?’’ El iot replied: ay 
did it in self-defense, and if 
it were todoover again, lwoull dothe 
thing.’ When his Honor propounded the 
same question to Stewart, he simply replied 
‘*Nothing, your Honor. 

IN PRISON, 

During their confinementin prison, the ut- 
most calmness and indifference was manifest- 
ed, although the attending ministers, the Rev. 
Mr. Sample, ofthe Presbyterian Church, and 
the Rev. Ta We Hlarian, oi the 
Metbodist denomination, were very kindly and 
couteously received by them when administer- 
ing spiritual comfort. The clergy reported 
their entire resignation, and believe that they 
have, by prayerful vigilance and constant reli 
gious devotions, obtained a peaceful passport 
to the realms ofrternity. 

CONDUCTED 7O THE SCAFFOLD, 

Aficr retigionus cxercizes atthe jail, andthe 
reading ofthe ‘‘dceth warrart’’ by Deputy 
Marsha'C. M. Barres, they were conducted to 
the scaffold under a heavy guard. 

William Elliot Wiley 

was Lorn in Ohio, and at an early age entered 
the Union army in the late War. Some vears 
subsequently he migrated Westward, and be- 
caine engaged in various pursuits. He was 
connected with a cattle ranch in Colorado, 
and soon became accustomed to 
the frontier life of a regular 
‘teow boy.’”? As in many previous instanees, 
parties who think themselves bevond the eon- 
fines of civilization, and without the restraint 
of law, become reckless and demoralized, and 
are driven to deeds of violence and murder in 
order to secure Or maintain that unenviable 
repuiation amoaog bravadoes on the _ border. 
About the /atier purt of January, Wiley, or 
**Colorado Bill,’’ as he was familiarly known, 
came totne indian Territory and lived about 
the town of Muskogee, located immediately 
on the Missouri, Kansas and Texas Railroad, 

andin about eight days he had cultivated an 
intimacy with a notorious Indian  prosti- 
tute, and indulged in all man- 
per of reckless. debauchery and dissipa- 
tion up to the time of taking the life of young 
**Cookie’’ Brown, which was on Sunday 
night, February Sd, about 3 o’clock in the 
morning. The facts concerring the murder, 
as deve lope don trial in the United States 

Court at Fort Smith, are about as follows: 

On the night of February 3d, at the house 
of Ruth Shepperd, the notorious character 
above referred to, ‘*‘Cookie’’ Brown, a young 
Cherokee about twenty-three years of age, 
and we'l educated, came to the house 
in company with another young men by the 
name of Cunningram. This was about mid- 
night. Brown avd Cunninvham were boc.h 
drinking, and came tothe house for whisky. 
They found Wiley in bed with the prosiitute, 
after which Wiley got up, and all except the 
deceased and E-uth entered into a gane of 
cards. The deceased laid down on the bed with 
Ruth, who after ashort time got up and left 
deceased on the bed. By this time deccused 
was quite drunk—so much so, that Cunnine- 
ham was afraid he could not get him home. 


Wiley replicd that nod -d man could sleep| 


with his woman. C unningham then tried to 
get deceased irom the bed, 
scuffle that ensued 


WILEY DREW HIS PISTOL, 
but was persuaded by one of the crowd to put 
itup. Shortly afterwards deceased and Cun- 
ningbam engaged in anotber scuffle, during 
which deceased got hold of Cunningham’s 
pistol, and started too out of the house. 


Cunningham again took hold of him and held 
him tightly against the wall on the oiher 
side of the room, when Wiley ~sud- 
denly drew his revolver and fired three shots 
in rapid succession into the body of deceased, 
two balls taking effect in his head and one 
passing through his body. The balls went 
from the Jeft to the right side, showing that 
deceased was not facing Wiley when he shot 
him. The pistol was not more than one or 
two feet from the deceased when the fatal 
shots .were fired, fearfully burning his face 
with powder. 

Wiley was a powerful man, and could have 
bandled deceased with one of his hands— 
more cspecially as dece.sed was very di ank. 
When young Brown was shot he died without 
ut.eringasound. Wiley immediately turned 
on Cunningham and fired one shot at him, 
taking effect in his leg. He then 
walked up to where Brown was lying 
dead, and rubkd the pistol in the cead 
man’s face, saying, ‘‘l’ve killed many a 
G—— d—— beiter man than you!’’ Then 
waving his pistol over his head, he exclaimed, 
**1’m OSS ; I’m the captain, and don’t you 
forget it!’ Hetbenstarted away on foot, 
taking with him a Heniy rifle and navy re- 
volver. The last words be was heard to say 
were, ‘*I’ma good one; no son-of-a-b— — 
can impose on me.’ 

He was capiared the next day bya U. 
Deputy Marshal while asleep in the bathe 
with his rifle and pistol by his side. Hic 
trve name was not ascertained until some 
months subsequent to his trial and conviction.

blood. His appearance would not indicate 
the slightest degree of Indian blood in his 
veins; on the contrary, he appeared the fairest 
type of the Caucasian race. He is aman far 
above mediocrity in point of education and in- 
telligence, and received a classical education 
at a prominent school in New Eng- 
land. He was a regular gradu- 
ate of medicine, and had enjoyed largely 
the benetits of travel and observation in Eu- 
rope. His family are said to be classed among 
the first of his nationality. and lay claims to 
the highest respectability. The case of Stewart 
is one of those rere instances ‘that combine 
education and refinement with brutal savage 
passion, and the cause of the unfortunate 
affair is directly traceable to the wild and 
reckless practices indulged in by the lawless 
citizens of Oklahoma. 

The Government of the United States has 
found it almost impossible to preserve peace 
on the frontier by the aid of deputy marshals, 
who are constantly on the goin that unfortun- 
ate country. 

THE MURDER OF DR. JONES. 

On the 8th of August, 1878, Henri Stewart 
and Wiley Stewart, of Wisconsin, and Dr. 
Jones, one of the mosi respected citizens of 
the Indian country, were at the Railway De- 
pot at Caddo, Indian Territory. Dr. Jones 
was standing on the platform of the depot in 
his shir. sleeves, and un- 
armed. Wiley Stewart and Henri 
Stewart rode up tothe platform, the former 
armed witha double-barrel shot-gun and 
the latter with a six-shooter. Wiley called 
to Dr. Jones, and Jones turned and ap- 
proached him. Wiley accused Jones of say- 
ing something disrespectful of his sister, and 
Jones replied that be had done nothing of the 
kind. Wiley then said, ‘**If you deny it again 
] will blow your brains out.’’ 

Jones made some reply to this, and Wiley 
then said, ‘*You have set the UC. 8S. Mar- 
sbals on Henri 7 or 8 times, and before 
Jones could make a wy af » Henri wheeled 
his horse and red. At the 
same time Jones threw up his 
left hand, and the ball from Henri’s pistol 
took effect in the doctor’s hand. Immediate- 
ly after the tiring by Henri, Wiley fired at 
Jones with his shotgun, the load taking effect 
in his leit breast, tearing a hole throu: vh his 
vitals in which one might run his fist. At the 
crack of Wiley’s gun Jones fell, exclaiming 
‘Oh! Lord!” “W iley’s horse, startled by 
the shots, whirled and thre whim. Henri 
then started for his cousin’s horse, and Wi- 
ley, Who was intoxicated, rose from the 
ground and held his gun upon the dead man 
while Henri secured bis horse. At this junc- 
ture Henri, seeing Wiley with his 
gun drawn upon the dead man, 
waived his pistol over his head, 
exclaiming, ‘‘Oh! G—d, he’s dead, we’ve 
killed him—let’s leave this G— d— town!?? 
Hie then came up to where Wiley was snd 
helped bim on his horse, and the two started 
for the southern part of town, where the 

father of Wiley resided. When they had 
gotten about a bundred yards, they dnmseunt- 
ed, re-loaded their pistols and guns, and 
changed horses, riding off to their destination. 

They remained at the old man’s house but

RAILROAD INVESTIGATION. 
Testimony of Vanderbilt Before the Com- 
mittee at Saratoga. 

By Western Associated Press. 

SARATOGA, August 29.—The railroad fvesti- 
gation was resumed this morning. Mr. Van- 
derbilt testified in regard to the agreement of 
March 12, between the railroads and oil pre- 
ducers and refiners outside of the Standard 
Company, that the rates should be 
impartial under the same*circumstances, He 
deemed that the agreement was a farce, but 
claimed that the circumstances were different. 
He attributed the Standard’s monopoly not 
alone to the capital handled by that company, 
but to the sharpness of the men composing the 
company. The oil transportation is lost to the 
railroads. Hethougbtifthe Standard Oom- 
pany had a menopoly ot the oil they 
claimed, they would control ite 
price. He did not mean to let the company 
compel him to carry oil at a price which would 
not pay simply because others did. He did not 
think they could be put down by legislation, 
and did not think the West had too many rail- 
roads. There might be too many running 
west, but not too many from the West. The 
New Yorn Central has got roll- 
ing stock, and enough to spare, 
for ordinary business. The increased 


business comes all at once at one period of the 
year, and no railroad could afford to have 
equipment to accommodate the traffic in the 
busy season; baa seen three times as much 
freights offered as could be taken, and atthe 
semetime low prices were prevailing; spent 
in the lust five years six millions in New \Lork 
for fucilities,and are now spending large suns, 
but don’t reccive any beneiit for these «expend- 
itures.

THE UNITED STATES THE 
GOLD LAND. 
There is as much romance in dry figures 
as in fiction. 
There is to-day very little gold in actual 


GREAT 


circulation among the people of this coun- 
try. Yet there is not the least doubt in our 
mind, however paradox it may seem, that 
the United States, in very few years, will 
be the greatest gold land in the world. 
Why? 
Because the condition of the modern 
world is such as to make the densely popu- 
lated and rich of 
—France and England—almost absolute- 
ly dependent upon _ this country 
for the necessaries of life—bread and meat, 


cotton, sugar, tobacco, and even light, for 


eastern part Europe 


petroleum has become one of our first ar- 
ticles of export. 

We furnish these Europeans their daily 
bread. 

We furnish them part of theirdaily labor 
through our cotton. 

And whatever we furnish we _ fur- 
nish for gold. Our wheat and corn fields, 
our cotton plantations and oil wells’are 
practically gold mines, for whatever we do 
not use ourselves but send abroad brings 
gold into the country. 

This vear alone French statesmen have 
already figured out that not less than one 
hundred millions of dollars, and probably 
one hundred and ten millions of gold, will 
leave France and come to the United States 
to pay for wheat—for bread. 

This year the United States will produce 
about 430;000,000 bushels of wheat alone 
(worth about ninety-four cents per bushel) 
and about 1,400,000,000 bushels of corn. 

The rebel South alone will -produce over 
5,100,000 bales of cotton, worth about 
$300,000,000 in gold. 

Besides this the rebellious South alone 
will produce 200,0°)0 hogsheads of sugar 
and 600,000,000 pornds of tobacco. 

No wonder that we cannot 
newspaper without seeing some 
brief cablegram ‘stating that  enor- 
mous amounts of gold are either with- 
drawn from the Bank of England or shipped 
to this country. 

That high authority, the London Finan- 
cier, of yesterday, as the, cable informs us, 
had the following: 

- **£178,000 gold is expected by the steamer 
due at Southampton, on the Ist of September. 
The bulk of 
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some quarters it is believed that within a com- 
paratively brief space £2,000,000 will be sent 
there. Notwithstanding recent expressions of 
opinion to the contrary we affirm that ship- 
ments of bonds and iron or any other com- 
modity will be quite inadequate to settle for 
the enormous balance which must be accumu- 
lating on account of American food.’’ 

But this is only the beginning, though 
an astonishingly early and most significant 
beginning when we consider that this year’s 
crops have not yet been shipped at all. 

The ten millions of gold, of which the 
London Financier speaks, which we: have 
already received, or about to receive, are 
paid on the old account, as it were, not on 
the new and important one which this year’s 
crops will open. 

Briefly speaking, the matter stands about 
thus: 

For the last four years our exports largely 
exceeded our imports, the balance of trade 
in our favor aggregating the enormous sum 
of over one thousand millions of dollars for 
the last four years. 

But for this we gotno cash or gold. Eu- 
rope paid us this sum in our own securi- 
ties, of which it held a vast amount. So 
that whatever we gained by our favorable 
balance of trade reduced our foreign 
debt, and we received our own securities 
instead of cash. 

But while this year under a renewal of 
business our general imports from Europe 
are a great deal larger than before, and our 
orders for English iron are enormous, the 
balance is still inour favor, and this bal- 
ance for the first time 1860—1861 is 
actually paid in gold. 

This means, in our opinion, one or two

And under this impres;- 
sion Congress reimoyed tLe 20 percent duty, 
but, strange to say, the price of quinine re- 
mains the same. lt is easy to sve that the 
removal of the twenty per cent ad valorem tax 
would pot affect the retail price to any appre 
ciuble extent. The duty of twenty per cent 
amounted to just one-eighth of a cent per 
grain. An ordinary dose is from one-quarter 
ofa grain to twenty grains. There wouid baa 
Saving on a dose of the latter quan- 
tity ot only two and one-half 
cents. The expected reduction has 
notcome. The reduction of the import tax on 
quinine does not scem to lessen its price.

The 
profit on standard goods of this kind is not 
over 3 percent, and it is generally supoess 
that it costs 6 percent to runan establish- 
nent; so that there is an actual loss of 3 per 
cent in handling patent medicines.

Catching Fish by Steam--Paving Shella«--

White canvas that glitters like the wing of a 

gull has hitherto been associated with sea fish- 

ing, but now, asit appears, the Long Island 

"lopgshorewmen have begun to catch fish by 

steam. At Clinton, where the fish-oil business 

isthe main industry, the work of catching the 

‘*pony fish’’ is done by steam power. The 

fishermen spread the nets by means of bou' « 

which are propelled by steam and draw them 
to the shore, a ‘‘pucker string’’ being use:l as 
in the work bags of our grandmothers.
